Minnesota was admitted to the union as a state May the lith , 
1858. 
The present estimated population is 2,300,000. 
The land 
area is 80,858 square miles while the water surface is 3,824 sq u a r e 
miles. 
Its length from north to south is 406 miles, while its width 
from east to west at its widest point is 849 miles. 
Minnesota is 
sometimes called the “Star of the North." 
(L ’Etoile du Nord.) 
The Mississippi river drains over half of the state while the 
rest-drains into the Red and Rainy rivers and Lake Superior. The 
Mississippi river for the greater part of its length in the state 
can be navigated, and there are boat lines on several of the larger 
lakes. 
The lowest point of the 
state 
I« 
along the shores of Lake Superior, 
602 feet above sea level. 
The Mis­ 
sissippi river in 
the 
southeastern 
corner of the state has an elevation 
of 616 feet. 
The highest points in 
tile state arr* Mi squall hills in Cook 
county and th** Mesaha rang**, being 
2,400 feet in elevation. 


T he valley of the Mississippi river 
from Lake Pepin southw ard is sev­ 
eral miles in width, being enclosed 
by bluffs several hundred fr et high. 
The basin of the Minnesota river is a 
slightly un d u la tin g valley about one 
thousand feet l a 
elevation. 
The 
broad and fiat Red river 
valley 
is 
about 900 feet in elevation. 
The 
“ Coteau des Prairies’’ in the so u th ­ 
western part of the state has an ele­ 
vation of about 1,900 feet 
and 
at 
Pipestone is located the second hig h ­ 
est point of observation in the state 
for the United States weather bu­ 
reau. 


Minnesota Climate Attractive 
Owing to its 
n o rthern 
location, 
the winters are rath e r cold, without 
th a w s but with plenty of sunshine, 
the precipitation being rath e r light. 
The summ er days are long with a 
rainfall varying from over th irty in­ 
d ie s yearly in the eastern part t< 
tw en ty inches a year in the western. 
The lakes, forests and n o rthern lo­ 
cation combine to 
give 
Minnesota 
cool summers and delightfully cool 
nights. 
About half the surface of the land 
in the west and southwest 
of 
ttu 
state is rolling prairie, interspersed 
with frequent groves. 
The soil is a 
fine black loam mostly derived from 
limestone and is very fertile. 
The 
state is covered with glacial drift, 
the many lakes being 
formed 
by 
glacial moraines. 
The 
Red 
river 
valley produces large wheat crops. 
The swam p lands are being drained 
and 
form rich ag ricu ltu ral 
lands. 
More th a n three-fourth s of the state 
can be cultivated and half 
of 
the 
state is in farms. 
The lands which 
cannot be cultivated lie mostly in 
the iron region and the “ Big Woods". 
Much reclamation work 
has 
been 
done in the 
agricultural 
sections 
th ro u g h drainage and clearing and 
much otherw ise wasted land has been 
made productive th ro u g h this m eth­ 
od. 
The farm value of Minnesota s 
principal crops for 1922, based on 
the average farm price, December 
the 1st, am ounts to $251,420,000.00, 
compared w ith 
$184,319,000.00 
in 


1921. 
These values ar** based on 
the revised harvested 
acreage 
for 
1922 and 1921. as reported by the 
United States Crop Reporting Board 
of the division of Crop and Livestock 
Estimates. 
The total harvested acreage of the 
principal crops for 1922 was 17,051,- 
000.00 acres as compared with 16,- 
731,000 acres harvested

1921. 
There was a heavy shift in the 1922 
acreage, comparer! wit ii 
1921 from 
sp rin g wheat to rye, potatoes and 
buckwheat. 
In 1921 potatoes has tile largest

im portant of which is Crosby with a

3,500 
people. 
TJie value of the yearly pro- 
dustion of iron ore in Minnesota is 
*50,000.000 OO Including both spec­ 
ular iron and hemitite. 
The clay products 
of 
the 
state 
am ount to considerably over a mil­ 
lion dollars while tile production of 
lime and mineral waters am ount to 
over $200,000.00, 


The Manufactured Products 
The m anufactured products of the 
state are flour, lumber, milk pro­ 
ducts. butter, cheese, condensed milk, 
packed meats, 
linseed 
oil, 
hoots, 
ihoes. farm implements etc. 
Dairy­ 
ing being the principal industry of 
the southern haif of the state, the 
m anufacture of dairy products brings 
in a huge source of revenue.

butter produced 
in Minnesota has 
gained

reputation,

nade of sweet cream in almost every 
instance, th a t the supply for the en ­ 
tire United Spates navy is purchased 
it a premium from this state.

American organization feeds some 
half million of the refugees, young 
and old, every day. 
Since the burning of Smyrna last 
September the American Red Cross 
has devoted a Dirge part of its dis­ 
aster emergency funds to supplying 
food and clothing to tho refugees and 
to fighting, with a remarkable de­ 
gree of success, the threatened epi­ 
demics which menaced the entire 
country and the surrounding islands, 
where the women and chileiren, des­ 
titute aud homeless, sought refuge. 
Between now and June 30th, the 
burden of providing for this horde of 
dependent people must be shouldered 
by the Greek government. Col. Wil­ 
liam N. Haskell, American Red Cross 
Commissioner in Greece, has re­ 
ported to Judge John Barton Payne, 
chairman of the organization, that 
by that date the emergency stage of 
i the situation will haw been passed 
and that the permanent solution of 
the problem, whatever form that 
solution may taka, la to be reached
